Gentlemen: 


The school year 1938-1939 has been one of great progress 
in the development of a building program. Mr. John McGlone, 
Chairman of the Building Committee, made a long and com- 
prehensive study of present and future building needs of the 
school system, and his report submitted in January, 1939, was 
accepted by the Board and filed for future consideration. 


Building Program 
Two steps of this program were initiated during the year. 


On September 29, 1938, the contract for the school on Leland 


NETHERWOOD Avenue was let. The school, designed to 


SCHOOL furnish elementary school facilities for the 
section in which it is located, is in an area which has the larg- 
est amount of undeveloped land in the city. Pupils who will 
attend this school will come from the Maxson School. Two 
purposes will be accomplished by this plan: crowded condi- 
tions of the Maxson School will be entirely relieved, and some 
space will be made available for the ultimate conversion of 
the Maxson School into a junior high school. 

The school will have six classrooms, a kindergarten, a 
manual training room, an activity room, and a combined audi- 
torium and gymnasium. The architecture was planned to 
harmonize with the topography of the building plot. It is of 
one story to fit its placement on a knoll rising from the street. 
Plans for future additions include extensions to the rear of 
two-storied structures. 

The total cost of the building and equipment, including 


engineering and grading, will be $200,000.00, 45% of which 


will be met by a grant from the Public Works Administration 
of the national government. 

On October 31, 1938, the Board of School Estimate voted 
to construct an elementary school on Farragut Road and East 
BARLOW Front Street on a site of 4.19 acres, purchased at 
SCHOOL a cost of $13,900.00 The location of the building 
was determined by the Board in an effort to serve one of the 
valuable parts of the city in which there are no modern school 
facilities. It is expected that the educational opportunities 
provided in this section will not only be a distinct improvement, 
offering modern physical facilities for the children of the 
district, but will also so enhance the value of the section of the 
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city that it will be an assured building development, creditable 
to the city of Plainfield. Already the construction of the 
Meadowbrook Apartments has set a standard of beauty in 
home development, which it is hoped will be followed on 
several rather large plots which are open for building. 

In honor of the distinguished service of DeWitt D. Barlow 
to the city and school system as a member of the Common 
Council for two years, of the Board of Education for twelve 
years, and its president for the last two years of his member- 
ship, and as mayor of the City of Plainfield for the years 1937- 
1939, the school was named the DeWitt D. Barlow School. 


The construction of these two buildings can be considered 
as real progress in the consummation of the Board’s program 
to provide the type of building facilities which Plainfield 
should have. 


Bonded Indebtedness 


Without going into detail, it can be said that the planned 
program of the Board can be ultimately achieved, and, that 
at no time during its progress, will the bonded debt for schools 
be at all burdensome in tax requirements when it is compared 
with other school districts in the state. 


For many years Plainfield has enjoyed a low per capita 
cost for bonded indebtedness for schools, as well as a favor- 
able position in the ratio that the debt for schools bears to the 
total bonded debt of the city. 


With annual payments in reduction of outstanding debt, 
present and future needs can be met, and we can still main- 
tain a moderate position in this respect. 

It is hoped that economic and tax conditions will improve 
enough in future years to permit an orderly development of 


the building program, one that will not be too greatly delayed, — 


for such delay would be to the detriment of our educational 
program. 


High School 
The greatest problem of the school system continues to 


be the.adjustment of the educational opportunities in the — 


high school to the needs of the pupils. Progress has been 
made in proper guidance of pupils in the selection of the 
right courses of study, and teaching methods have been 
changed to fit the varied abilities of different groups. 


Since the public is aware of the necessity of continuing 
large numbers of pupils into the years of the public school, 
students who previously left school to go to work, conjecture 
and supposition may have caused some patrons to believe 
that our high school is no longer a highly qualified institution 
for the preparation of students who plan to enter college. 
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The facts are that our colleges, and our best colleges, are still 
admitting our graduates either on certification or by examin- 
ation. With the youth of the whole country aspiring to enter 
the leading colleges, it is logical that they are in a position 


to be more and more highly selective, with the result that only 


the highest ability groups of secondary graduates are admit- 


ted. Plainfield High School graduates of high ability are not 


only admitted to these colleges, but in many instances they are 
being given advanced standing in certain subjects. 


As a matter of fact, the standards of achievement, as 
measured by tests applied to public and private schools in 
high school subjects, are commendably high. Conscious effort 
is being applied, both in program and method, to maintain our 
high standard. Particular attention is being given to chal- 


 lenging the ability of students of high mental ability. 


Many of our high school teachers have become fully 
aware of the need for change in the traditional methods, and 
have cooperated fully with superiors, both in thought and 


initiative in improving the school. Too much cannot be said in 
appreciation of their enthusiastic interest. 


Health Department 


A forward step in the health department of the schools 
has been accomplished by the purchase and use of audiomet- 
HEARING § ers of two types. One was used in group tests to 

determine which pupils have enough hearing loss 
to prevent proper hearing, and the other is used to give ac- 
curate individual tests to find the exact amount of hearing 
deficiency. 3890 pupils were tested by the group machine and 
260 by the individual testing audiometer. Of those given the 
individual test, 37 were found so deficient in hearing that 
they were placed in special classes and given one lesson a 


week in lip-reading. 124 were sent for special examination to 
their physician or to the hospital clinic, so that corrective 


treatment could be given. In a great many cases, removal of 


wax, etc. was all that was necessary to bring about normal 


hearing. 
Now that a definite program has been established includ- 
ing the examination of the hearing of the school children and 


MolGH 'T remedial work for those whose hearing is de- 


CORRECTION ficient, there remains the all-important im- 
provement of our system in the matter of sight correction. 


The cost of purchasing eye glasses has been partially met in 
the last few years by donations for individual cases from 
Parent Teacher Associations, and by a small balance remain- 


ing in the treasury of the Children’s Relief Committee. This 
fund is now exhausted. If a thorough job of sight correction 


is to be achieved, it is vitally necessary that definite funds be 
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made available for this purpose either from a private or pub- 
lic source. 
Visiting Teacher 


For the first time in our system, a visiting teacher was 
employed for the high school. She has been active in estab- 
lishing herself as an important worker in the life of the school, 
and has made visits to the homes of high school students to 
interpret the aims of the school to their parents. She has 
carried the problems of the school to the parent, and the 
problems of the parents to the teachers. Pupils have con- 
sulted with her concerning personal and school activities, and 
in many cases adjustments at home and school have effective- 
ly solved their difficulties. 

She has been successful in her initiation of this new and 
valuable service. It is anticipated that her work will grow 
in effectiveness as its worth is increasingly recognized by 
teachers and parents. 

Discipline 
A continued emphasis has been placed on order and dis- 


cipline in our schools. It is held by those charged with super-. 


visory authority that orderly progress of the child’s education 
cannot be had except in an environment of system and order. 


Parents expect that the public school will train their children © 


to meet the discipline that society, through laws and its con- 
duct of professions, business, and industry, places upon its 
members. Those individuals who do not receive this training 
in the home and school, make up to a large extent, the dis- 
integrated adult members of our society, and become prob- 
lems of maladjustment in business, the professions, and in- 
dustry. They create growing numbers which the state is 
compelled to place in corrective and penal institutions. 


Our emphasis on order and discipline has been toward 
the ultimate goal that the individual shall have the greatest 
freedom through self-control, that he shall know why orderly 
restrictions are necessary, and that he shall desire to control 
himself so that he may become an integrated part of the 
society in which he lives. 


Those of our teachers who have a thorough personal in- 
tegration, not only in the society in which they live, but also in 
their profession, are the leaders in making of their classrooms 
laboratories for the development of happy and_ successful 


personalities, with the expectation that the future lives of 


their students will fit into our democratic way of living. 


Our large number of teachers of fine professional under- 
standing cannot be too highly praised for their patient 


workmanship each year in developing the characters of the 
children in their care. 
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Although no measure can be made of the results of the 
personal contacts between teachers and their pupils, this 
relationship is the most important phase of our whole educa- 
tional effort.
